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The public at large has a general and | 


ometimes powerful interest in the contracts 


of individuals, although in a general sense 


every man has a right to do what he will 


with his own, provided he breaks no law. | 


But it sometimes happens that, even in the 
absence of direct statutory prohibition, the 
courts, after a contract has been entered 
into, will declare it void, on the ground that 
it is in conflict with public policy. The rea- 
son for this is that society is a great whole, 
and the Government will not permit indi- 
viduals in the exercise of their private 
rights to interfere with the welfare of the 
community, of which they are but an incon- 
siderable part. So it often happens that 
contracts which are in themselves valid and 
binding as between the parties are declared 


| for an amount which could not possibly ac- 


cumulate in interest, premiums and debt. 
Contracts in restraint of trade are those 
contracts which tend to decrease or impair 
the earning capacity of a citizen, or which 
tend to limit or contract the production of a 
commodity. When either of these results 
is attained there is a substantial damage 
done to the community at large. A con- 
tract that a man shall not pursue a certain 
calling or engage in a certain business is 
absolutely void, no matter what may be the 
consideration for it. This question fre- 
quently enters into the sale of a business. 
If the good will is sold, the seller will not 
be permitted to engage in the same business 


| where it will interfere with the interests of 
| the buyer, whether he so contracts or not ; 


void and of no force, because they infringe | 


the inherent rights of others. 


Among contracts which are void as against | 


public policy the most common are gambling 
contracts, speculative life insurance con- 
tracts, contracts in restraint of trade (and 
so prominent a subdivision of the latter as 
to be almost a separate class), trusts and 
combinations, All ing contracts are 
not void, but they are voidable. The courts 
absolutely refuse to touch them, and they 
invariably leave the parties in the position 
in which they find them, unless some statute 
by way of penalty provides for the recovery 
of money lost. This principle does not ap- 
ply to gaming, pure and simple, but to those 
wagering contracts which frequently arise, 
sometimes in the way of business and some- 
times quite distinctly outside of commerce. 


Speculative life insurance contracts are | 
probably less generally understood than any | 


other species of contracts which are in vio- 


lation of public policy. The principle upon | 


which these cases rests is, that no man should 
be permitted to acquire a pecuniary interest 
in the death of another. ‘The law assumes 
that in the nearer degrees of relationship 
by blood the natural affection would out- 


weigh any financial consideration involved | 
| contracted against shall, 


ina human death. Therefore, in order to 
sustain a life insurance contract, the benefi- 


ciary must have an insurable interest in the | 


assured life. The relationship must be such 
as to raise a legal presumption that the 
beneficiary would be damaged more by the 
death of the assured than the amount of 
the insurance would compensate for, and 
near relationship always raises this presump- 
tion, There is another species of insurable 
interest in which the commercial world has 
4 more practical interest. It is the interest 
which the creditor has in the life of his 
debtor, The courts hold that so far as life 
insurance may be used to render more se- 
cure commercial transactions made upon a 
credit basis, it is legitimate ahd legal ; but 





that is what the sale of the good will means ; 
but if he contracts that he will not enter in- 
to the same business again, that contract is 
absolutely void. The same principle ap- 
plies to contracts with employees, by which 


they agree not to enter into the service of 
competitors of the employer, and similar 
contracts. In order to protect such con- 
tracts from the operation of the doctrine of 
public policy it is absolutely necessary to 
limit the condition either as to time or terri- 
tory, so that the trade, calling or business 
under the terms 
of the contract, be open to the contractor, 
either atsome future time or at some other 
place. With this limitation such contracts 
are valid and binding and will be enforced, 
not only by recovery of damages, but their 


| breach will be restrained by injunction. 


Contracts in the nature of limitation of the 
production of a commodity come almost 
wholly within the domain of commercial 
trusts, and their consideration is well worth 


'amore lengthy review than can be given 


the amount of insurance must not be dis- | 


proportionate to the debt thus secured. If 
the contract is one under which the assured 


pays the premiums which keep the insur- | 


ance in force, the amount must be substan- 
tially the amount of .the indebtedness. 
This, however, is seldom the case, for the 
very nature of the security renders the 
ability of the insuréd to’keep it good at the 
least problematic. Where, under the con- 
tract, the creditor is to keep the premiums 
paid, the amount of the insurance must not 
be materially more than, under the mortality 
experience table, there is a probability of his 
having to pay in premiums and the interest 
thereon in addition to the debt secured and 
the probable intepest theregn. Of course,

Apparatus for Drying Paper 
Board. 





The accompanying cuts show the de- 
sign of an improved apparatus for drying 
paper board, Figure 1 being a top plan view 
of the apparatus, Fig. 2 a vertical cross sec- 
tion taken on the broken line 2—2 in Fig. 1, 
and Fig. 3, a horizontal section of the same, 
taken on the broken line 3—3 in Fig. 2. 
Fig. 4 is a side elevation of one of the par- 
tition frames detached. Fig. 5 is a section 
taken on the broken line 5—5 in Fig. 2. 

The apparatus comprises an inclosure or 
box open to the atmosphere on one side, 
containing a partitioned drying compart- 
ment .adapted to receive and support on 
edge a plurality of sheets of pasted paper 
board or sheets of other material to be dried, 
and an air chamber. 
ment opens exteriorly to the atmosphere on 
one side and opens on another side to the 
air chamber. The air chamber is also pro- 
vided with an inlet opening for the intro- 
duction of an air blast and deflectors for 
directing the blast of air to the various 
partitions. 








side, the opening comprising the whole up- 
per side of the drying compartment. This 
compartment is divided into smaller com- 
partments, A’, by detachable partitions or 
frames, B, These frames are conveniently 
formed of a crossbar, B’, provided with 
three upright supports or legs, B?, as shown 
in Fig. 4. The lower ends of the legs are 
inserted in the cross grooves A’, formed in 
the cleats As, secured to the bottom of the 
case. The upper edge of the several cross- 
bars is adapted to enter and fit the cross 
grooves As in the cleats As, secured to 
the opposite side walls of the box. The 
partition frames are first placed in position 
and then secured by fastening one or both 
of the cleats A’ to the side wall of the box, 


as by screws, A‘, with the frame crossbars | 


in their respective grooves. 


One of the cleats A° may be permanently | 
fixed to a side wall of the box, and the | 


other detachably secured, as by the screws, 
whereby the partition frames can _ be 
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changed or some of them removed to vary 
the size of the partitioned compartments, 
as desired. 

Figs. 1 and 2 show some of the compart- 
ments, A’, filled with pasteboard sheets, C, 
standing vertically on one edge, some of 
the compartments empty and some of the 
partition frames removed. 


D— is the air chamber, and D’ the inlet 
opening or conduit leading from the fan or 
blower D*, which may be of any known 
form or type. 

D*— is a portion of the belt employed to 
drive the fan. 

The air chamber connects directly with 
one end of the compartments, A’, and is 
provided with one or more deflectors con- 
sisting of an upright frame, E, wedge 
shaped on the side facing the inlet opening 
leading from the fan. 
preferably made of two boards arranged 
in the form of a V-shaped trough with a 
narrow slot, E’, at the apex to admit part 
of the blast to the compartments just back 
of the deflector. Any desired number of 
deflectors may be employed. Good results 
are said to have been obtained from the 
use of two arranged as shown in Fig. 3. 


The roof or upper side of the air chamber 
is preferably inclined downward on the side 
contiguous to the drying compartment, as 
shown on Fig. 5, to form a deflector for di- 
recting the current of air downward against 
the floor of the drying compartment at an 
oblique angle. When so directed the air 
current is reflected from the floor against 
the vertical side wall of the drying compart- 
ment, and thence passes out of the compart-

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tact so as to prevent the air from entering 
between them, the current of air, when re- 
flected from the floor would pass between 
the bottom edges of such sheets, or when 
reflected from the closed side of the drying 
compartment, would pass between the op- 
posite side edges of the sheets, and ap- 
proaching from several different directions 
would thoroughly dry them. The pasted 
| boards or sheets are inserted in the small 
compartments with one edge of the sheets 
on the bottom, and air is forced into the air 
chamber, whence it passes into the small 
compartments, in between the several 
sheets in the compartments, against the op- 
posite vertical wall of the box, and out at 
the top opening, quickly absorbing the 
moisture from the damp sheets of paste- 
board. 

In the manufacture of pasteboard boxes 
for shirts, collars and cuffs, as well as other 
| articles, quite large sheets of board are fre- 
' quently employed, which are covered or 





| 


lined with paper to give the boxes a better 
finish. Heretofore the sheets of paste- 
board were lined and spread out on the 
floor or hung yp to dry, necessitating the 
use of large rooms in carrying on such 
branch of the business. When so treated 
the sheets would warp and twist, making it 
necessary to press them in presses before 
they were ready to be used. They are said 
to come from this dry box in condition 
suitable for immediate use. 

As usually only one side of the pasteboard 
is lined, the sheet is more or less curved or 
warped when inserted in the drying com- 
partment in a damp condition ; but as many 
sheets are placed in each small compart- 
ment as can be contained without crowding, 
so that the warping is limited by the con- 
finement, while the sheets separate suf- 
ficiently to permit the entrance of the air 
between them. To confine the sheets in 
their compartments sufficiently without 
crowding them tightly together and thereby 
preventing their contact with the air current, 
it is necessary that the skeleton partitions 
forming the compartments shall be firmly 
secured at determined intervals, as by the 
grooved cleats secured to the walls of the 
box as before explained. 

When desired the lower ends of the legs 
or supports B’ of the partition frames may 
be united by a cleat or crossbar, as indicated 
by dotted lines Bs in Fig. 4.

Paper Board. 


A patent has been granted for a 
paper board, made from printed newspaper 
or other printed paper possessing the char- 
acteristic properties of the ordinary paper 
upon which newspapers are printed. 

This stock is first cleansed from dust and 
foreign matter and soaked in hot water 
until it is thoroughly soft. Without per- 
mitting it to cool it is then transferred to 
the beating engine, and when the pulp is 
sufficiently beaten it is allowed to pass to 
the stuff chest, from which it is pumped to 
the making cylinder vat, and at all times it 





| is kept as hot as possible under the circum- 
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stances. This process is amelie, be- 
cause when the ink on the paper has once 
been softened by the hot water, it is there- 
after kept soft instead of being set again by 


permanent particles of the ink, which are 
not dissolved and washed away, are there- 
fore during the beating more readily subdi- 
vided with exceeding minuteness, and 
are thoroughly and uniformly distributed 
throughout and blended with the fibres. 
The product is a board which has the 
permanent particles of printers’ ink mi- 
nutely subdivided and uniformly distributed 
throughout its body to produce a smooth 
and even tint throughout.

Paper Pulp Digesters. 


A Parent Decision. 








An appeal from the decision of the 
Examiners in Chief of the Patent Office 
was taken by Sidney Smith in an interfer- 
ence issue against Herman Brungger, in 
which the question of priority of invention 
was involved. This question related to the 
process of causing a coating of mono-sul- 
phite of lime to be deposited on the interior 
of digesters employed for making wood 
fibre by the bi-sulphite process, and brought 
what is known as the Brungyee we 


who was a foreigner, made a sufficient 
disclosure of the improvement in contro- 
versy in this country in November, 1888. 
Aside from the question of abandonment, 
hereinafter considered, the important ques- 
tion is whether Smith sufficiently proves a 
knowledge by him of the invention in con- 
troversy previous to the disclosure which 
Brungger made in November, 1888. As 
was said in the former decision— 

there are certain facts which militate against a 
finding that Smith possessed an effective concep- 
tion of the improvement in controversy until after 
the date last mentioned. 

These are : 

First—Smith puts his conception as the result of 
thought and mental processes; but such thinking 
was opposed to past experience, and Brungger'’s 
improvement was, as a matter of fact, an accidental 
discovery. 

All past experience had taught that bi-sul- 
phite liquor would immediately attack the 
iron shell of the digester vessel upon coming 
in contact therewith, and there was nothing 
in this experience to lead a man to suspect 
that he could make that very bi-sulphite 
liquor furnish a good and effective lining 
for the digester vessel. Smith says that 
the thing was taught by the common depo- 
sition of lime inatea kettle. Not at all. 
Water—such as housewives use in tea ket- 
tles—is not the same thing as the bi-sulphite 
liquor. 

Second—Smith had a son Clarence, a chemist, edu- 
‘cated at Harvard College and the Boston School of 
Technology, who went abroad in September, 1888, 
at the behest of other parties for the express pur- 
pose of investigating digesters in Europe. Nat- 
urally this son would have been the person of all 
others to whom Smith would have communicated 
the improvement ; but he does not appear as a wit- 
ness. 

Moreover, it was Smith’s duty to have 
communicated the improvement in contro- 
versy to his son, if he had himself possessed 
it, under the contract, a part of which is soon 
to be quoted. 

Third—Smith was a party to a contract, a part 
of which is as follows : 

“This agreement, made this day between Henry 
L. Carter, of the city of Philadelphia, State of Penn- 
sylvania, and Sydney Smith, Frederick W. Smith 
and Clarence W. Smith, all of the city of Boston, 
State of Massachusetts, parties of the first part, and 
the Susquehanna Water Power and Paper Com- 
pany, situated in Harford County, in the State of 
Maryland, and the York Haven Paper Company, 
situated in York County, State of Pennsylvania, 
parties of the second part, witnesseth : 

“That the said parties of the first part, having 
made a certain agreement between themselves, 
which they do by these presents ratify and con- 
firm, to wit: that such knowledge as they now pos-

This out of the way mill is connected with 
the upper world by an elevator run on a 
track and operated by a water tank car, 
which runs underneath the elevator car, and 
is similar to some of the hydraulic water 
elevators at the Rapids.

This building is 40x120, two stories in 
height and of frame. The upper story rests

This description is not complete without a 
reference to ‘* Pulp Mill View,” the obser- 
vatory platform which Mr. Hastings is hav- 
ing constructed in the rear of the machine 
shop projecting from the upper bank.

It will pro- 
tect the rocks below from snow and moist- 
ure, besides giving a magnificent view of 
the gorge up and down the river. Here 
Mr. Hastings will take his visiting pulp and 
paper friends on the hot, suffocating days of 
summer, and under the awnings will regale 
them with havanas and one of the most 
charming views on the whole Niagara.

ing him, while Crane, Rusie and King are 
doing the pitching for the visitors. 

Business has been ‘‘ fair to middling ” this 
week, and honors were easy among the va- 
rious grades. The volume of the trade, 
while it is not as large as could be desired, 
is of fair dimensions and orders continue to 
cover the product to quite an extent. Fine 
writings still have the call as regards the 
movement of finished goods, but book grades 
are very nearly as well off. While some 
manufacturers are somewhat disappointed 
with the spring trade so far as developed, 
others think that it is full as good as could 
be expected. The trade at the present time 
will certainly compare very favorably with 
that of last spring, and prices are higher 
than they were at that time. 

The Parsons Paper Company has wisely 
decided not to make an exhibit of its prod- 
uct at the world's fair. The reason for this 
decision was that the directors of the expo- 
sition cut down the space which was at first 
allotted to the company. The time allowed 
to prepare the exhibit was also insufficient. 
While the fair may not be a failure on ac- 
count of this decision, still it will deprive 
the visitors from seeing samples of paper 
produced by one of the best manufactories 
in the world. The reputation of the Parsons 
Paper Company for producing fine linen 
papers is world wide, and it is well de- 
served. 

The ice in the river has broken up and a 
big volume of water is pouring over the 
dam in a solid sheet. It is a great pity that 
this vast amount of surplus water cannot be 
stored where it can be drawn on during the 
dry time which is pretty certain to come later 
on. The time is surely coming, however, 
when the Holyoke Water Power Company 
will be obliged to provide storage reservoirs 
in the north, and in this way to provide for 
the dry season, which is more or less felt 
each year. As it is, the canals are all full 
to the banks and the remainder is finding 
its way down the river bed to the Sound.

It may be that those 
who deceive the public in this respect 
are guilty of an offense against the law, 
but it is reasonably certain that there is 
moral, if not legal, guilt resting upon 
the owners of modern office and other 
buildings who make false or careless 
representations, which may affect valu- 
able lives and property. 











Ir would seem that more attention 
has been given in England to the 
manufacture of caustic soda and 
chlorine by electrolysis than in this 
country. It is understood that experi- 
ment in this direction has been going 
on here, but the process does not ap- 
pear to have been carried very far.

Figure 1 is a perspective view of the

machine. Fig. 2 is a detached plan view of | 
the crank adjusting mechanism. Fig. 3 isa | 
cross section through a screw bar or leg and 
the guides therefor taken on the dotted | 
line X—X of Fig. 1. 

A indicates the bed of the machine, which 
consists of an open framework of any suit- 
able construction, shape or size preferred. 
Journaled to one side of this framework | 
is a horizontal shaft, B, carrying an oper- | 
ating pulley, C, of any suitable size, and 
around which a belt from any suitable power | 
is passed. 

Secured to each end of the driving shaft 
B is a balance wheel, D, carrying a crank or 
wrist pin. 

Extending outwardly from the bottom of 
each end of the bed A is a spindle or shaft, | 
E, upon which the lower end of an arm, F, 
is journaled. The upperend of this arm 
F is bifurcated, and the extremities of 
these bifurcated ends are provided with 
shaft bearings in which is placed the hori- 
zontal spindle G. Journaled upon the 
spindle G is a boxing, H, to opposite sides 
of which are secured the rods I, the upper 
ends of these rods being likewise secured 
to a boxing, J, mounted to rock on a spindle, 
J’, which is formed upon the lower end of 
the screen supporting bar or leg K. Secured 
to the upper edge of the bed A are laterally 
extending bearings L, which form guides 
for the lower ends of the screen bars K. 

Placed upon the top of the bed Aisa trough, 
M, which is also provided at opposite 
ends with laterally extending bearings N, 
which form guides for the upper ends of the 
screen supporting bars K. Formed in the 
inner sides of these bearings L, N, are verti- 
cal V shaped grooves O, and the vertical 
edges of the screen supporting bars are 
made V shaped so as to fit in the V shaped 
grooves of the bearings. 
construction these bearings not only serve 
as guides for the screen supporting bars, but 
also support them against any lateral move- 
ment of the bars inthe bearings. This does 
away with guides or bearing plates. 

The upper ends of the screen support- 
ing bars K have laterally extending arms 
P, upon which the ends of the screen Q 
are placed and secured in any suitable 
manner. 

L’ L’ indicate inclined braces secured to 
each end of the screen and extending down 
and to the respective’screen bars'@F 
legs at opposite ends. , 

Formed eccentrically in the outer face of 
each of the two balance wheels D is a circu- 
lar cavity, R, in which is placed and closely 
fitted a circular disk, S. Extending later- 
ally from this disk and eccentrically thereto 
is a wrist pin, T, upon which is journaled a 
boxing, U, to which the outer ends of the 
connecting rods or pitmen V are connected 
in any desired manner. The inner ends of 
these rods V are secured to a boxing, W, 
which is journaled upon the spindle G in- 
side of the boxing H, heretofore mentioned. 
As shown, the ends of the rods V and I are 
adjustably secured to their boxings for the 
purpose of lengthening or shortening the 
rods, and thus regulate the relative positions 
of the parts to which they are attached. 

Made transversely through the balance 
wheels within the eccentric recess R are 
the circular openings X, through which pass 
the bolts Y, which also pass through the 
disk S, and by means of which the disk is 
clamped firmly within the recess, while at 
the same time it is allowed a partial rota- 
tion, as will be readily understood. By 
placing the wrist pin eccentrically upon the 
disk and adjustably securing the disk ec- 
centrically upon the balance wheel, by 
rotating the disk the wrist pin can be 
turned away from or toward the shaft, and 
thus the stroke which is imparted by the

In the 
first place Mr. Leith does not profess to be 
an electro chemist, and as he has only had 
a few months’ experience we can hardly 
give much weight to the statement in which 
he says: ‘‘I am satisfied that they have 
overcome all the main difficulties hitherto 
impeding alkali manufacture by electro- 
lysis,” The report shows that only thirteen 
out of the twenty-one brine decomposing 
tanks were used. It would be interesting 
to know why. It would appear to show 
that the electrical energy consumed was 
more than that calculated upon. Possibly 
it was owing to the dynamo being unable 
to give the current intended. It appears 
also that the electric current was maintain- 
ed continuously at 80 volts. From this we 
find by calculation that the electro motive 
force required to overcome the resistance 
of each tank is apparently over 6 volts, in- 
cluding the resistance in the circuit. This 
is of some importance, especially when com- 
pared with the Greenwood process, which 
is claimed to require only 4% volts, being a 
difference in the consumption of electrical 
energy of 25 per cent. in favor of the latter 
process. The efficiency of the Holland- 
Richardson process is certainly not so 
favorable as that of the Greenwood. For 
instance, Mr. Greenwood claims, and backs 
it up by a challenge, that by his process he 
can double the quantity of electrical energy.

It will be noted that the estimate does not 
include any allowance for the hydrogen 
liberated at the cathode, and this is because 
hitherto no serious attempt to utilize it has 
been made, but in the near future it is said 
that this is to be remedied, and another item 
will appear on the credit side of the account.

Legal Limitations to Rivalry in Business. 
— While fair and open competition is entire- 
ly proper and of public benefit, it is not per- 
mitted to a tradesman or manufacturer to 
appropriate the labels, brands, and names 
adopted by his rivals, nor to announce to 
the trade his ability and readiness to supply 
the latter’s customers with the very article, 
under the same name and label, for which 
the energy and means of the owner of the 
trade mark have made a market. Neither 
is it permitted that he should so closely sim- 
ulate the brands and labels of his neighbor 
that the public should be misled into pur- 
chasing his goods in the belief that they are 
the product or manufacture of those who in- 
troduced and gave them reputation. And it 
is not an equitable defense to an action to 
restrain the infringement of a trade mark 
that the goods or wares of the person ac- 


cused of infritging the trade mark are equal |
